_ JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 3.—The 
Cole County grandjury, which convened 
here to-day, will devote its attention ex- 
clusively to investigation of boodling in 
the State legislature. The authorities do 
not doubt thay the 1901 and 1903 legislative 
sessions were distinctively corrupt. Evi- 
dence has accumulated before the St. Louis 
grandjury of specific ‘instances of the use 
of money aghinst most lawmakers. 

The alum scandal, which seems to have 
been only partially unearthed by the pre- 
vious grandjury, receive renewed at- 
tention. 

Mrs. Kelley, wife of Daniel J. Kelley, the 
baking powder trust promoter, will not ap- 
pear. This, however; has not proven dis- 


couraging to Attorney-General Crow, who 
will follow the leads given ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor John A. Lee in his celebrated let- 
ters to Kelley.

Wednesday evening Dwart was sent for 
the milk as usual. He ran joyously down 
the walk, the Checksfleld cottage being only 
two squares from the milk depot, which is 
at the end of the Big Four railroad plat- 
form. 

Several childten were about the railroad 
depot, and Ewart passed them and may 
have stopped to play a short.time. Then he 
went into the dairy office and got the milk 
from Mrs. Gullier. 

It was 7:30 when he reached his home. 
running and spitting. Mr. Checksfield saw 
him as he entered the yard. Mr. Checks- 
field described the events that followed for 
the Post-Dispatch. 

“When I saw our boy come into the yard, 
I knew something was the matter and went 
to meet him. I asked what was making 
him spit, and he said Mrs. Guller had giv- 
en him some candy and it was bitter.

Thursday night Coroner Robinson of 
Hagaman and 8State’s Attorney James Ma- 
honey arrived to investigate the case.

Many persons who have seen Mrs. Guller 
and had an opportunity to observe her, 
doubt that she is entirely rational. 

She is a small woman, not over 5 feet 2 
inches tall, slender, weighing about 110 
pounds. Her eyes are gray and steady. 
Her features are prominent, cheek bones 
high. The fair pink skin seems to be drawn 
tightly over the features. Her voice is 
shrill and rather harsh. Her light hair is 
combed back from a medium forehead. Her 
lips are thin and cruel. She seldom opens 
them enough to show her teeth and when 
she talks there is scarcely perceptible 
movement of the lips or the prominent chin. 

When in the stores Mrs. Guller talke con- 
stantly while making purchases. A few 
weeks ago a druggist had a warrant issued 
charging her with the theft of a pocket- 
book. It was not served because of the 
relations between the druggist’s family and 
the Gullers. 

A next-door neighbor says she has lived 
next to Mrs. Guller for four years and has 
never been in the house. Her children are 
afraid of. Mrs. Guller and never accepted 
anything from her. 

This family referred to Mrs. Guller as 
“God forsaken’’ when they spoke of her. 

No one in Bunker Hill speaks kindly of 
her except her physician and attorney. 
Many stories are told of her hatred for 
children and one story has it that she gave 
her only baby to a sister when the little 
one was but 2 months old. 

Mrs. Carroll, who lives next door. says it 
is not true that Mrs. Guller attempted to 
throw hot water on her little folks. 

One neighbor says that the only woman 
who she ever saw in the Guiler house was 
Mrs. Ch>cksfield, the first day she was in 
Bunke, Hill. Sometimes women agents 
called there, but they were not admitted. 
No one in Bunker Hill has ever seen a 
picture of Mrs. Guller and at her house it 
has been asserted that she never had one 
taken. 

The Gullers lived very economically. 
People called them stingy. Her family is 
sald to be very wealthy. She was born 
near Greenville, Ill, about 48 years ago. 
Hér sisters, who are visiting her, are little 
like her except as to manner. 

Friday Guiler said his wife was not at 
home. While he was telling that to re- 
porters at the front door, she was in the 
kitchen. She was sitting in a rocking chair 
reading a paper as the reporters came up 
to the house.

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that Cole County and the state must inéur 
in prosecutions. where every inch of ground 
would be stubburnly resisted. 

“From this. investigation in the legisla- 
ture grew into tangibie facts. Confessions 
and other evidence followed in. the courts 
till those who opposed the investigation 
ceased their opposition, and the whole state 
stood as a unit in avenging the disgrace she 
hud suffered at the hands of a bygd of or- 
8amzed criminuls with their heat juarters 
in Jefferson City. 

“At the last special session the bribers 
and the bribed were comparatively secure 
under a perfect organization first effected 
to carry out their nefarious schemes to pro- 
tect each other from prosecution and the 
penalty. As long as they remained at the 
state capital there was a sense of security 
that characterizes forces well disciplined 
and genéralei. The state was partially 
foiled in its efforts to successfully storm 
a citadel entrenched by constitutional priv- 
llege, mutual interest and defended by un- 
divided forces. 

“The conscience stricken, who might find 
relief in a full confession, were sustained 
and buoyed up by their hardened associ- 
ates, but when they adjourned to all sec- 
tions of the state each felt that ‘the way of 
the transgresor is hard.’ 

“Some may have confesser to save thent- 
selves; some may not have known how to 
handle large sums of money without ‘*at- 
a suspicion; some may have concluded to 
take up thelr abode in the penitentiary 
and begin an explation of their offense. 

“Gentlemen. the special session of last 
March had the organized oposition of the 
enemy against which to contend. This 
panel has the advantage of meeting a dis- 
organized condition where evidence can be 
more easily obtained, and that evidence 
of a more satisfactory character. 

“The people of the state of Missouri 
are as intelligent and honest as the peo- 
ple of any atate in the Union. When a 
large number of legislative assembly or- 
ganize in the interest of gigantic cor- 
porations it does not mean that the 
sturdy masses of this great common- 
wealth have lost that moral stamina 
which must be first in a free country. 
but it does emphasize the truth that 
‘eternal vigilance is the price of liherty.’ 

“The state of Missouri has been held up 
to scorn, and has been the target for the 
shafts of ridicule ever since the session of 
our last General Assembly. The longing 
of a certain element of the press for some- 
thing rotten in the state with which to 
fill its columns has been satiated bv the 
last Legislature to an unprecedented de- 
gree. All the sectional. political and 
financial enemies of the state have been in 
clover un to their necks. The air has been 
filled with the noise of pemageapes of 
various stamp. crying their remedies ?-r 
poor old Missouri, just as if malfeasance 
in office, briberv. larceny or any other 
crime is more likely to break out in one 
section of the Union than another or be- 
come more prevalent during the adminis- 
tration of one political party than an- 
other. 


State’s Success 
Should Be Hailed 


“If the vigilance of the courts of Missouri 
can ferret out crime in high places and set 
an example for the other states in punish- 
ing the gullty. she should be haltied as the 
‘morning star’ of a reformation that is so 
badly needed {n our state capitals, whose 
moral stench smells to heaven since the 
enthronement of great {corporations § in 
many of our states. In the galaxy of 
states Missouri has always taken the lead 
and proved herself to be great. In tak- 
ing the lead in cleaning out her Augean- 
stables, I predict that sne will so acquit 
herself that within a few years other states 
will be found imitating her example. 

“That legislative bribe givers are immune, 
so to speak, from detection in rascality, 
veems to be a prevailing idea. When the 
people become alive to the’ inroads that 
are being made upon the public wealth by 
dishonest lawmakers and turn their atten- 
tlon to methods of discovering evidence, 
there will be no greater proportion of 
rogues in legisiative halls than in ordi- 
nary everyday life of private business.’ 

Judge Hazell then went on to say that 
the most dangerous asgassin of history is 
not the man who does the coarse work of 
stealing but the “kid gloved people who 
,seils his vote and influence and thereby 
robs his state.” 

“In some circles,’ he added, “official 
crookedness has become so popular that 
it is considered one of the most jnviting 
avenues to wealth and prominence. Some 
men are waiting patiently for one turn 
in legislation so as to repair broken for- 
tunes and exchange straightened circum- 
stances for opulence and ease. When the 
unknown mediccre commits a crime he suf- 
fers the penalty and the offender and of- 
fenge are forgotten, but when the ideal 
public commits a crime it is palliated by 
the prominence of the offendera It was a 
blow to the morals of the world when 
Tord Bacon accepted a bribe because of 
hiss tupendous attainments as ai scolar 
and a philosopher. he meant to be 
conveyed is that crime-committed by those 
in an enviable station in life is the most 
contagious In Its natufe and ..e most dan- 
Kerous in its effects, and one of the objects 
of punishment of crime being to deter it. 
there should he no quarter shown h« the 
tribunals of fustice to this class of crimi- 
nals. and treaties me je for the 
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been brought to the attention of the public 
through the developments coming primarily 
through the grandjury at the laste term of 
this court, in reference to the action of 
certain members of the legislature. We in- 
struct you that the law must be enforced 
because it is the law. and not because such 
enactment commands our approbation. All 
felonies are barred by a limitation of three 
years in this state, except capital offenses, 
and offenses punishable by life imprison- 
ment; and misdemeanors are barred after 
one year. And unless the investigation of 
the crime barred sheds some Nght or leads 
to the discovery of a crime which is not 
barred, you will carefully avold gaing be- 
yond the statute of limitations: and thus 
avoid an unnecessary sapeneiture of mon- 
ey. The impression widely prevails in this 
state that dishonesty was practiced in cer- 
tain measures pending before the legis- 
lature; that ‘sandbagging’ was indulged in: 
that ‘hold ups’ were common; that legisla- 
tors resorted to questionable methods and 
criminal acts by accepting monéy from 
those who were financially interested in 
certain legislation. It is further the im- 
pression that these matters have not been 
probed to the bottom. 


No Attention to 
Capital Removal. 


“We now charge you to make a thorough 
investigation of these charges against the 
legislative department of our state gov- 
ernment, as well as against all bribe-giv- 
ers, and if anyone is believed to be guilty. 
so as tO warrant a conviction, you should 
bring in a bill or an indictment against 
him. No good citizen should submit tamely 
and quietly to such proceedings as are 
charged against the recent general assem- 
bly and others. 

‘If they are guilty of such charges they 
are guilty of must infamous crime. Neith- 
er do we want you to be urged on by a 
spirit of revenge, hatred or malice, “but 
we desire you to make a full, complete 
and pers Reg investigation of matters as 
they come to your knowledge in reference 
to these charges."’ 

The jury ig then cautioned to pay no 
attention to heresay information and not 
to permit their deliberations to be dis- 
turbed by the'threat of reviving the agita- 
tion of capital removal. 

The instruction, is concluded with the 
usual reference to the duties of jurors, un- 
der what circumstances an indictment can 
be returned and the necessity for keeping 
their deliberations secret.

The Death of John Clark Closes One 
of the Mysterious Cases in Local 
Medical History. 


NERVOUS EXHAUSTION 


FATAL 


Anemia of the Brain Followed the 
Long Series of Spasms and 
Brought on Delirium

“No cause for the hiccoughs that at- 
tacked John Clark could be found at the 
autopsy,’ was the statement of Dr. Henry 
M. Van Hook of the City Hospital, who 
has treated Clark since he came to the in- 
stitution. 

“Before his death Sunday some of the 
physcians who saw the case thought that 
the primary cause of the hiccoughs was 
typhoid fever, but Clark's blood gave a 
negative reaction to the Widal tedt and the 
autopsy showed no typhoid phenomena. 

“Clark’s death was due solely to ner- 
vous exhaustion brought on by the spas- 
modic contractions of his diaphragm. 
The hiccoughs wore him out and when 
he entered the hospital his condition was 
such that even the stopping of the hic- 
coughs had little effect on his general 
condition.

offered to the court. 

Mrs. Brock says Gen. Clay gave & 
sealed envelope to her a few months ago 
with a request that she should open it at 
his death and not before. Upon his death, 
she tare the seal and found that it con- 
tained a will in Gen. Clay's own writing 
and sealed with his familiar signet ring. 
This will leaves Whitehall, with its 360 
acres, constituting, the will s@ys, the finest 
natural park on earth, to the federal gov- 
ernment. Coal and agricultural lands, ag- 
gregating 660 acres, are to be worked for 
the repairs and maintenance of the park. 
The paintings of public interest shall re- 
main on the walls of Whitehall. 
Dora Clay and two others whom she 
shall name shall be executors and have 
control of the park as long as the federal 
government shall deem best for it. 

Ten thousand dollars’ worth of bonds 
shall be given to Dora Brock and small 
sums to old employes. Other gifts of 
money to Dora are also authorized and 
she ts directed to take charge of his mem- 
oirs and other manuscripts, which will 
make several volumes, and give them to 
the Society of American Authors for pub- 
lication, half of the proceeds to go to her 
and the other half to the society.

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DEFINING CRIME TO PREVENT IT. 

Before it {fs possible to check the growth of any form of 
lawlessness it must be made clear that it is wholly different 
from the justifiable, the excusable or the tolerable. 

Gov. Yates of Illinois has made a beginning for a definition 
of this kind when he says that “lynchers are anarchists.” 
When, in dealing with this definition, it is added that they 
are “nothing but anarchists” its force is broken, for the act 
that begins in anarchy, ends in murder. 

A lawless killing is legally and morally murder when it is 
committed for any purpose of revenge, public or private, per- 
sonal or sympathetic. 

So long as murderers and other criminals who are them- 
selves murdered by mobs are said to have been “executed ;” 
so long as murders by mobs are made to appear an act of 
“mob law” or a merely irregular punishment for other crimes, 
it will not be possible to check the spirit of murderous an- 
archy out of which they proceed. 

When weak-minded people understand that even as spec- 
tators at a lynching they are giving their help and counte- 
nance to the spirit of lawlessness and violence out of which 
all crimes proceed, they will have a controlling idea to restore 
them from irresponsibility to responsibility, from members 
of a murderous and criminally irresponsible mob to sane and 
rational citizenship. | 

The assumption under which “lynching is no murder” is 
more than anything else responsible for its continuous and 
progressive increase. When the line of definition is drawn 
in and out of court as the law already draws it, we will be in 
sight of the end, not of “mob law,” but of mob lawlessness. 
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It will take plain people a long time to understand how the 
supreme court could three times affirm a judgment which was 
twice obtained in the lower courts, and then completely re- 
verse the former opinions.

Congressman Lovering of Massachusetts, “protectionist all his 
life,” is declaring that the tariff doors should swing outward 
as easily as they now swing inward. “I believe,” he says, “the 
principle of protection is best conserved by meeting the ques- 
tion promptly and revising some of the glaring inequalities 
that are today shutting us out from the markets of the world.” 
But that would not be “standing pat.” 
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NEGRO EDUOATION, 

At the National Education Association’s meeting in Boston 
Mr. Charles T. Walker, pastor of a colored church in New York, 
who has wide experience as an educator in the South, brought 
out the fact that since 1870 illiteracy among the negroes has 
decreased 50 per cent. 

At the present time there are 2,500,000 negro children in the 
public schools, 35,000 negro teachers, 45,000 students in higher 
institutions, 30,000 students learning trades, and 3000 students 
pursuing classical and scientific courses. 

Reckoning the negro population at 9,000,000, Mr. Walker 
ealuculate that there are needed 10,000 educated negro preachers, 
10,000 physicians, 5000 lawyers, 135,000 teachers and 1,000,000 
skilled artisans and merchants. 

This is an ambitious program, but its robust optimism is sup- 
ported by the progress of the past 30 years. A rate which 


within a generation has risen from complete illiteracy to a con- 
dition in which 50 per cent of them can read and write, cer- 
tainly possesses qualities worth developing. 
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There are 654,000 names in the Chicago directory. By em- 
ploying the multiple of 51-3 the Three Million Club of that 
ambitious city figures the population at 3,000,000. The mul- 
tiple commonly employed is 3. Why not make it 61-3 and 
reach 4,000,000 at a bound?

A ROYAL OPINION. 
The third reading of the Irish land bill in the House of 
Commons, ordered by an almost unanimous vote, was pre- 
ceded by an extraordinary incident. 

Just before the vote was taken Mr. Balfour, the prime 
minister. rose and announced that he had been commanded 
by the King to say that “His majesty, being aware of the 
purport of the bill, had placed his interest at the disposal of 
Parliament.” 

Done into plain English out of the grandiose phraseology of 
parliamentary form, this means that King Edward favors 
the land bill and personally desires that it become a law. The 
special purpose of the announcement, no doubt, was to let 
the lords know that they would get no countenance from 
rovalty if they sought to obstruct the measure. 

This is the first occasion in many years that the King has al- 
* flowed his own personal wishes to be made known officially.

THE PARAMOUNT STATE ISSUE. 

In his New Florence speech Circuit Attorney Folk did not 
overstate the importance of the boodle issue in Missouri. It 
is the paramount issue. 

For years corruption has ruled at the state capital and 
special interests have dominated the government. The Legis- 
lature has been controlled by corrupt. combines under the in- 
fluence of the lobby. Corporations have been protected by the 
use of money, by the distribution of railway passes, by the 
contribution of campaign funds and by the packing of conven- 
tions. 

The people of the state have not been wholly ignorant of 
these conditions. They have known of them. The Post-Dis- 
patch has repeatedly exposed lobby deals and pointed gut the 
power of special interests to obtain favors from the state gov- 
ernment. 

But the investigations of the grandjuries of St. Louis and 
Cole County and the publication of the Lee letters have given 
the people a clear insight into the methods of the lobby and 
their combines; they have indicated the low standard of public 
morals and the wide extent of corruption. 

If, knowing these things, the people do not vigorously re- 
buke the corruptionists by breaking up the combine and re- 
tiring every man tainted with or conniving at corruption to 
private life; if they do not support the work of the public 
prosecutors, the courts and juries, by driving out the rascals, 
the hope of better government will vanish. As Mr. Folk sug- 
gests, only men who are “aggressively honest” should be 
elected to office. 

Inaction will be fatal to the cause of honest government. 
The rascals are always active and will try to circumvent plans 
of reform. The people must make sound public sentiment felt 
in the councils of the parties. They must enforce their de- 
mands by action in primaries and conventions.

KING TO ThE IRISH PEOPLE 


In an Address, Ruler Says He Awaits 
Eagerly Coming of Brighter

LONDON, Aug. 3.—King Edward, who 
has just returned from his visit to Ireland 
with Queen Alexandra, has issued the fol- 
lowing address to the Irish people: 

“To my Irish people: 

“I desire on leaving Ireland to express 
to my people how deeply I have been

CANDID CONFESSIONS OF A STREET “FAKER” 


In the current Independent are published 
the confessions of a street ‘‘faker’’ who, 
for obvious reasons, remains anonymous, 
from which account it appears that the 
business is profitable. 

The faker’s real beginning as an ind®e- 
pendent operator was in Chicago, of which 
he says: “Chicago is the only ‘square’ 
town in this country—that is, ‘square’ from 
a faker's or grafter's point of view. You 
pay for protection and you get it.’’ 

He paid the captain $% for a week for 
permission to seil knife-sharpeners, and 
gave the man on post about a dollar a 
day. He was warned not to try any 
“jemming’ or “sium” at this low rate. 
These privileges cost $10 and $ a day, re- 
spectively. o 

“Jamming” is getting possession of the 
money of a crowd on the understanding 
that it ts to be given back, and then 
whipping up a fast team of horses and 
driving. away. “Slum is selling pack- 
ages of jewelry, handkerchiefs, etc. 

There are towns that are not ‘‘square.”’ 
In Cleveland the confessing.faker paid for 
“protection” and was afterward arrested 
and fined. Then he came to New York. 
concerning which it is his testimony that 
it is a town of “easy marks.” New 
York is ‘‘closed,”’ except just before Christ- 
mas, but there is something doing in 
“sneak pitches’’—that is, in ‘‘sqdaring’’ the 
man on post and selling for a few minutes 
between the visits of the “rounds.’’ How- 
ever, when the artist tried it hea was ar- 
rested by the very man he had bribed, 
and thence went to Philadelphia, of which 
he says: 

“Philadelphia is the cheapest city in the 
United States. The policemen are paid at 
the rate of $1.75 per day, and a faker who 
gives one of them a quarter from protection 
is hailed as a Carnegie. For a dollar a day 
the guardian of the beat you are working 
on will keep your territory clear of other 
fakers and vote you prince of good fel- 
lows. 


“There is not much money to be made 
in Philadelphia by a faker, for various 
reasons. First, the people have an inher- 
ited trait of thriftiness; second, they live 
their lives less feverishly than in any other 
large city of the United States; and there 
are ‘home guards’ in the town who take 
care of all. the surplus cash floating 
around. 

“TIT always manage to spend a month In 
each year in Philadelphia, not for the 
profit particularly, but mainly for the nerve 
tonic I get from the restful life there. 
Pittsburg is different. There is money in 
abundance in that town, and I have had the}

Reform and counter-reform have 
placed the police of Pittsburg in such a 
State that they are afraid to trust eveu 
themselves. I do not worry about things 
like that, however; I have seen reform at- 
tack cities before, and the disease is not 
severe enough to even leave a ecar.” 

New York and Chicago are the head- 
quarters for new novelties, and fakers of 
the first class secure the new things. The 
fakers keep in touch with the novelty com- 
panies for new things, and scan the papers 
constantly for announcements which indi- 
cate some unusual event that wtti-draw a 
crowd. 

“I think that for straight faking alumi- 
num gas-tips were the most profitabic 
things I ever handled,’ says the account 
of the faker in the Independent. ‘‘They 
cost me, with the brass pillar attached, $1.35 
per gross. I laid out $500 in tips and printed 
matter, planned my campaign, and began 
an itinerary which occupied four months of 
my time. My bank account showed a bal- 
ance to my favor just $4527 in excess when 
I had completed my tour. 

“I had my circulars distributed in every 
place of businesa in the town upon my ar- 
rival. I had each tip stuffed with cotton, 
but I told the victim that inside the pillar 
there was a regulator, an asbestos screen, 
and any other mechanical contrivance not 
too bulky to need a separate building for 
installation. He usually believed me. 

“I called his attention to the printed price 
on the circular—3 cents; and as a favor, 
just for an advertisement, I would sell the 
required number to him for 2% cents each. 
If he wavered I quickly placed a tip on his 
gas fixture, lighted the gas and gave him 
an ocular demonstration. As a final, im- 
pressive argument I would pass a newspa- 
per behind the light and show him how easy 
it was to read through the flame. That 
settled it. I never failed to make a sale. 

‘But while I was expatiating on the beau- 
tiful Ifght given I did not tell that it was 
produced at the expense of increased flow, 
nor did I explain that you can read a 
newspaper through any gas flame.”
